The suggestion that the democratic party of La Crosse has not within \ 
its ranks two men who can capably fill the places of any two men now or 
at any time in the past holders of offices, is a reflection upon the party. 
If true, it is a sad commentary on the organization. 
W e speak in this case, not to the public at large, but to democrats. 
In advising a return to the two-term precedent, we are urging what every 
democrat must feel is for the best interests of his party. If the argument 
made yesterday in reply is adopted, where will we be? It is said that as 
long as an official proves capable, there is no reason for giving any other 
man a chance for the office he holds. Let us see where that logic leads 


to. 
If it is correct, there is no reasson why any men now in office who 
are proving worthy should not be continued in office indefinitely. In other 


words, they should be re-elected for life. 
W hat do you democrats say to keeping them in office 
for 
a 
life­ 


time? That is the argment that is being made. How do you like it. Make it 
a little office trust, as it were, and let the same democrats who are now do­ 
ing the voting to elect these gentlemen and who have not held office go 


on voting all their lives in order that these same men may continue to 


hold office and draw fat salaries. How long would you vote for that sort 
of thing? How long would the democratic party last under that sort of 
a policy? W hat inducement would there be to young men to maintain their 
interest in the affairs of the party?

entitled to any consideration whatsoever. 
We say this in all kindness to any candidates who have failed to dis­ 
cern the injury that is being done their party in return for its 
kindness 
to them. We wish to distinctly state that there is, in our opinion, no can­ 
didate whom this affects who would not most emphatically be entitled 
to another term had he served no more than one term now. The ques­ 
tion of capability is not up for discussion, for the capability of no can­ 
didate has been questioned.
